time. This is a great tragedy 
because diphtheria, a very 
contagious disease, is so 
easily preventable. The In- 
fection produces a whitish 
membrane that may spread 
across the larynx and ob- 
struct the child's breathing. 
This is a frequent cause of 
death. 


O t h e r complications in- 


clude heart disease, enceph- 
alitis (brain fever), shock 
(dangerously low blood pres- 
sure! and paralysis of the 
soft palate. With the latter, 
attempts to swallow often 
force the food or liquid put 
of the nose— a very annoying 
development. 


All infants should get a 


diphtheria -whooping cough- 
tetanus inoculation at the 
age of three months. Any 
child who has not had this 
protection should get it if he 
is under 6. If he is over 6 
he should get diphtheria-tet- 
anus without the pertussis 
(whooping cough) vaccine, 
In the unlikely case of an 
epidemic, everyone who has 
not had an injection of diph- 
theria toxoid within 30 days 
should get one.

Pollution 
Suit Could 
B* Landmark

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration's suit to 
force a Florida power company 
, to construct safeguards against 


thermal pollution could become 
a landmark decision in man's 
battle to preserve the environ- 
ment. 


The suit against the Florida 


Power & Light Co. marks the 
first time the government has 
sought court action to halt possi- 
ble pollution before any damage 
lias occurred. And it focuses on 
nuclear power plants, a target 
of conservationists who fear hot 
water discharges will radically 
upset the balance of aquatic 
life. 


The outcome will affect vir- 


tually all 15 nuclear generating 
plants now in operation in the 
United States and the scores un- 
der construction or in planning 
stages. 


The government wants the 


Florida utility to modify its 
plans for reducing the tempera- 
ture of cooling water at its Tur- 
key Creek plant, currently being 
converted to nuclear power. 


The company had planned to 


flush the artificially heated wa» 
ter into Biscayne Pay via a six- 
mile canal, stating the water 
will not harm the aquatic life in 
the bay. 


This Is in line with the posi- 


tion taken by most utility 
spokesmen 
when questioned 


about possible environmental 
damage at nuclear installations 
along the Great Lakes and 
coastal areas where there is an 
abundance of water. 


The hot water at issue is 


creat«d by the cooling process 
employed 
in 
most 
nuclear 
plaits. Water is drawn from a 
bay or lake, circulated through 
the condensers and spewed back 
into the environment at temper- 
atures ranging froic 10 to 30 de- 
grees higher.

COAST (AP) - The American 
munitions ship Columbia Eagle 
was anchored today In Cambo- 
dian waters, 28 miles from the 
nearest U.S. Navy ships, 


A chartered plane flew within 


a few miles of the 7,600-ton 
freighter which the Pentagon 
said "possibly mutinous" crew- 
men dtoerted from its course to 
Thailand. But the chartered 
plane could not go closer be- 
cause the area is marked on 
maps as "prohibited" Cambo- 
dian territory. 


The freighter's white super- 


structure stood ut in the bright 
haze over the gulf of Slam. Her 
two forward cargo booms were 
in the upright stowed position, 
indicating that the ship was not 
being unloaded. 


Her anchorage is 26 miles off 


the Cambodian coast and four to 
five mils southwest of the near- 
est land Kohn Rong Sang Lem 
Island, which is mostly over- 
grown with Juugle and sparsely 
inhabited, with a fishing village 
at its southern tip. 


The area in which she Is lying 


is barred to U.S. surface vessels 
and aircraft, according to maps 
used by the U.S. Navy and Air 
Force.
